IMPORTS AND EXPORTS AT IRISH PORTS 

DURING THE YEAR 1904. 


To tee Secretary of the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for Ireland. 

Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following Report on the 
subject of Imports and Exports at Irish ports for the year 
1904 . 3 

It was an object of the late Dr. Coyne to ascertain, as far 
as possible, what was the state of the trade of Ireland, and the 
foundations of the work on which this is the first report were 
laid by him. The carrying out of the inquiry, however, pre- 
sented great difficulties, which have delayed the issue of this 
lepoit. It was found that in the case of a large number of 
ports, no returns as to imports and exports were available. 
Even at present there remain gaps which can be only partially 
failed. But as particulars have now been obtained from forty- 
ax ports, including, in all probability, over 95 per cent, of the 
export and import trade of Ireland, the information may in 
this respect be considered to be representative. Apart how- 
ever from the question of obtaining returns, the work of 
Classifying, reducing to common terms of weight, and evaluat- 
ing goods, . has been one of great complexity and difficulty, 
is is mainly due to the fact that the only source from which 
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directly or indirectly systematic information can be obtained 
is the ‘ ' manifest ’ ’ or statement of cargo of each ship— a 
document which for the purpose of information as to the 
quantity and value of goods is seriously imperfect. Many 
subsidiary inquiries have therefore been made both’ at the 
ports and among traders with a view to testing, and, as far 
as possible, supplementing the information obtained. 

It will also be remembered that there has been no system 
of recording Irish imports and exports since 1825, when the 
separate Customs were abolished. Accordingly the work of 
the first years in collecting and systematising such information 
as is at present available has been of unusual difficulty. The 
record has, however, been made as complete as present con- 
ditions will permit, and furnishes a basis for at least broad 
comparisons with future returns. 

The main results of the inquiries made are briefly as 
follows : — 

First, a much closer estimate can now be formed as to the 

General results of total extent and value of the Irish import 
the Inquiry. and export trade. 

Second, as far as is at present possible, the extent of the 
trade in particular commodities has been specified. For prac- 
tical purposes this is the matter of greatest importance. 

Third, the attempt to collect this information has brought 
out clearly the insufficiency of the available information. 

Before dealing with these points, it is necessary to define the 
Definition of Imports meaning of Irish imports and exports. 

and Exports. 

In ordinary language Irish imports and exports mean all 
goods imported or exported by Ireland, whether from or to 
Great Britain, the Colonies, or foreign countries. The terms 
thus include not only the colonial and foreign, but also the 
cross-channel trade between Great Britain and Ireland. But 
in dealing with the imports and exports of Ireland some 
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speakers and writers have referred to only the trade of Ireland 
with the Colonies and with foreign countries, whether carried 
on directly with these countries or indirectly via the ports and 
trade depots of Great Britain. Confusions arise from such 
different uses of the terms imports and exports, and compari- 
sons are made between things which are not strictly com- 
parable. 

In this report the import and export trade of Ireland in- 
cludes all sea-borne trade to and from Irish ports except the 
shipments made from one Irish port to another Irish port. 
It is thus the sum of three things : — (1) the direct trade 
between Ireland and all countries outside of Great Britain ; 
(2) the indirect trade of Ireland with these same countries via 
Great Britain; and (3) the local trade between Ireland and 
Great Britain. The figures in the tables include any “re- 
imports” or “re-exports.” 


(1.) The Extent and Character of Trade. 

The value of imports in 1904, as entered on the tables 
attached to this report, amounts to 
Estimated total value^M 4,8 . 206 1 the value of exports to 
of Imports and £46,606,432. But these totals do not re- 
Exports. present the whole import and export 
trade. The returns as regards farm 
produce, food stuffs, and raw material may be considered ap- 
proximately complete. They afford, if anything, a slight under- 
statement of the amounts, inasmuch as full information can- 
not be obtained from all channels of imports and exports. 
But as regards manufactured goods — especially the more valu- 
able grades of such goods — the information as shown under 
present conditions is rough and inadequate. The returns 
furnished by the harbour and shipping authorities have 
been supplemented by inquiries among importers and ex- 
porters, many of whom have confidentially given information 
as to their trade, and thereby afforded some check on, and sup- 
plement to, the returns furnished from the ports. But it is 
certain that an addition must be made to what is here recorded 
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both on the import and export side of the national account 
The value of the aggregate trade— import and export— as de- 
tailed in the tables attached is £101,754,638. But in view of 
the quantity of manufactured goods imperfectly recorded both 
among imports and exports it is not improbable that the aggre- 
gate value of the actual import and export trade may reach an 
annual sum exceeding £105,000,000 sterling. The character 
of this trade may be briefly indicated by means of the following 
summary : —

No classification of this sort has more than a rough value, 
and exception can be taken to any classification. But the 
above analysis may assist the mind in forming a more concrete 
idea as to the general character of the Irish import and export 
trade. 

Regarding the “ country of origin ” of the imports and the 
“final destination’’ of the exports, the 
Source and returns furnish but little information. 
Destination of ImportsThe trade which passes directly between 
and Exports. Ireland and colonial and foreign coun- 
tries is known, and the more important 
details as regards this trade at the chief ports in 
Ireland are presented annually by the Board of Customs in 
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their Statement of Trade and Navigation of the United King- 
dom. But there is at present no means of distinguishing from 
the colonial and foreign trade of Great Britain the indirect 
colonial and foreign trade of Ireland which passes to and from 
the Irish ports via those of Great Britain, especially Liverpool 
and London. Consequently the total trade of Ireland with 
countries outside of Great Britain cannot be at present ascer- 
tained. 

At the same time, after examining carefully the quantities 
of goods shipped across channel into and from Ireland and 
as a result of inquiries made amongst traders, it may be esti- 
mated that not more than one-fifth, if as much, of Irish 
exports goes to colonial and foreign countries, the other four- 
fifths remaining in Great Britain ; and while it is much more 
difficult to ascertain what proportion of imports into Ireland 
are of colonial or foreign origin, it seems probable that at least 
one-third are articles of such origin, the remaining two-thirds 
being the produce of Great Britain. 


(2.) Trade in Particular Commodities. 

The quantities and values of particular articles as shown in 
the tables of imports and exports are the 
Difficulties of matters of most practical interest. But in 
Classification considering the figures of quantity and 
value , allowance must be made for the imperfect differentiation 
of many of the returns and for the approximate nature of the 
values assigned. Owing to the generalised character of ship- 
ping classifications, returns in many cases do not specify the 
particular character of the goods carried. Thus under the 
name of “ Machinery ” very different classes of goods enter 
the country. Attempts are made by instructions and special 
queries to obtain as detailed information as possible, but the 
shipping and harbour authorities declare that in most cases 
they have not the information to give, and subsequent inquiries 
can only to a limited extent trace out the nature and value of 
goods shipped under such general classifications. Also, it is 
well known among traders that goods are not always shipped 
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even under their proper rate classification. It will further- 
more be remembered that quantities imported or exported 
represent in certain cases goods returned or re-exported, 
as, for example, the export of raw cotton. In this case it is 
plain that the quantity exported is a re-shipment, but in other 
instances the matter is not so easily ascertained, as, for ex- 
ample, in the case of leather where part of the export from 
Ireland consists of returns and re-shipments of imported 
leather. Again, the imports and exports of horses, carriages, 
furniture, and a few other like classes of goods represent in part 
movements of property, and not, in the strict. sense, trade or 
production in these goods. It should also be mentioned that no 
record can be obtained as to the quantity and value of goods 
imported and exported by means of the agency of the Post 
Office, nor has allowance been made for any quantities of goods 
exported as ships’ stores. These various circumstances con- 
dition the figures which are presented in the tables as regards 
the import and export trade ; and while in the case of many 
commodities they are a negligible quantity, in other cases 
they are a source of considerable error, chiefly in the direction 
of an understatement of trade. 


An examination of the tables of imports and exports will 
reveal many aggregates of considerable proportion. Reference 
may here be made to a few of them. 


Among imports into Ireland the quantities of agricultural and 
horticultural produce are of particular interest. Thus in 1904 
the import of butter was estimated to value £227,125 ; mar- 
garine, £95 ,186 ; cheese, £11.8,465 ; artificial manures, 
£794,658; eggs, £37,087; fats, etc., £247,626; apples and 
pears, £93,780; jams and preserves, £88,546. Grains, meal, 
and flour of various sorts reach a total approximating 
£11,000,000, of which wheat flour amounts to £2,710,390, 
while maize exceeds £3,000,000. Beef, 
mutton, and pork, estimated at a value of 
£176,326, were imported, while in addi- 
tion there was an import of preserved and canned meat 
estimated at £88,255. Sugar was imported at an estimated 
value of £1,613,918, while there was also a large import of

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confectionery valued at £207,808. Large quantities of many 
other articles were imported, among which the following may 
be noted : — Biscuits, £62,213; brushes and brooms, £61,516; 
candles, £90,231; cement, £137,646; bricks, £37,881; coal, 
£2,648,390 ; glass and glass ware, £243,734 ; leather, £400,921 ; 
boots and shoes, £1,723,507; matches, £81,292; paper, etc., 
over £1,000,000; soap, £151,923; starch, £47,340; slates, 
£106,658; tea, £1,079,260; timber, £1,802,556; furniture, 
£362,110; textile goods, approximately, £10,000,000. 


Among exports of agricultural produce, the most noteworthy 
are those of live stock estimated at 
Important £ 13790 , 890 ; butter, £3,195,015; eggs, 
6 * £2,188,104; fats, £353,671; potatoes, 

£262,570; hides and skins, £482,646; condensed milk, 
£301,567; clover and grass seed, £169,241; bacon and hams, 
£2,189,825. Of the other exports, whiskey, porter, ships, 
linens, and woollens hold an outstanding position. 


It should be stated with regard to the figures of quantity 
that these represent gross weight. But careful inquiries 
have been made regarding the necessary allowances for pack- 
ing and tare in the case of the various classes of goods. When- 
ever possible the total net weight of goods has been calculated 
and the values estimated on the net weight only. The value 
of imports is taken to be that at the port of landing ; the value 
of exports is that at the port of shipment. The values are 
throughout exclusive of duty. 


(3.) Soubces op Inpoemation. 

The present inquiry has made it clear that it is at present 
only possible to obtain approximate information regarding 
the import and export trade of Ireland. Since 1825 when 
the system of separate Customs between Ireland and Great 
Britain was abolished no record has been kept of the 
trade between the two countries. Occasional returns were 
furnished regarding the quantities of particular articles im- 
ported or exported, but such information is slight, and affords 
small clue to the changes which have taken place during the 
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past eighty years. Fairly complete records, especially since 
1878, exist with regard to the trade in live stock. Recently 
in connection with the Royal Commission on the Financial 
Relations between Great Britain and Ireland, systematic in- 
quiries have been made by the Board of Customs with regard 
to the shipments between Great Britain and Ireland of dutiable 
articles, and it is satisfactory to the present inquiry to know 
that the totals recorded by the Customs authorities agree 
closely with those obtained independently by this Department 
from the port and harbour, the shipping, and other 
trade authorities. It will be remembered, however, that the 
articles subject to duty regarding which information was 
collected by the Customs are few in number, and are in 
general of a homogeneous character. Ill such instances the 
difficulty of ascertaining the quantity imported and exported 
is by no means so -great as in the case of a large number of 
articles varying widely in character and often imperfectly 
classified. 

In attempting to compile a comprehensive statement regard- 
ing the imports and exports of Ireland, 
The supply ^of tlle Department found that the only main 
source of information at present available 
was the record to be obtained from the ship’s 11 manifests.'’ 
In these documents are stated the various items of cargo. But 
op inquiry it was found that at several important harbours in 
Ireland no copy of the manifests was furnished, and no 
information was collected regarding the particulars of cargoes 
imported and exported. In such cases a system of compound- 
ing -with the shipping companies trading with the port had 
been usually adopted, and the dues were paid over by the 
shipping companies to the harbour authorities on a basis of 
tonnage or some modification thereof. Further, even at those 
ports where the harbour authorities themselves levied dues 
according to a classification of goods, no distinction was made 
in the record of their trade between goods carried from one 
Irish port to another and goods shipped or landed at Irish ports 
to or from Great Britain. But as the trade between one Irish 
port and another affords simply , an alternative means of con- 
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veying goods from one part of Ireland to another, it was neces- 
sary that it should be strictly eliminated in a statement of im- 
ports and exports. 

Where the harbour authorities have been unable to supply 
information, application has been made to the shipping com- 
panies. Many of them have acceded to the request for infor- 
mation and have given every assistance in carrying out the 
inquiry, but in certain cases information has been refused, 
though full assurance was repeatedly given that all precautions 
would be taken to present the information in such a way as to 
avoid, as far as possible, the disclosure of any private trade. 

On the whole it may be said that much the greatest difficulty 
has been experienced where the harbour authorities do not 
themselves collect any information, and where separate ar- 
rangements have to be made with every shipping company to 
supply information regarding their trade. The returns fur- 
nished are not therefore exhaustive, but the Department have 
adopted whatever steps suggested themselves in order to sup- 
plement, as far as possible, defective returns. 

It is believed that returns have now been obtained of ap-

by the Returns. ex P ort tmle of Ireland. But the difficul- 
ties and defects inherent in the available 
returns remain. The ship’s “manifests,” from which the 
shipping companies and the harbour authorities derive their 
information, are, apart from the private documents of the 
trader, the only existing sources of information with regard 
to cross-channel trade. But the ship’s “ manifest ” is itself a 
very imperfect source of information, and consequently the 
returns furnished by the harbour authorities and the shipping 
companies make the task of presenting the information in a 
useful and uniform manner extremely difficult. Bor this there 
are three causes. 


First, there is no common system of classification, and de- 
scriptions of goods are frequently vague and general. 
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Second, the weight of articles is not always stated, or it is 
specified in such a way as to make its exact meaning uncertain. 
Frequently a descriptive or bulk measure rather than one of 
weight is used. 

Third, the shipping companies or the harbour authorities 
are unable to attach values to the goods returned. 

All these defects, which are serious in the case of a large 
number of returns, are due to the fact that the document from 
which the information has to be obtained is drawn with a view 
to the rate-book. But in a system of rates general classifica- 
tions are necessary, whereas in a statement of imports and 
exports accurate particulars are of the greatest importance. 

Thus in the returns as at present available, widely different 
articles, from typewriters and bicycles to 
Classification. gas engines, are entered as “machinery.” 
In many other cases goods are returned 
under such general headings as haberdashery, apparel, hosiery, 
hardware, fruit, provisions. Many inquiries have been made 
both from the portal authorities and also among traders regard- 
ing the respective contents of these general consignments, and 
where possible the general totals have been distributed 
amongst their particular classes ; but such distribution has to 
be done sparingly and is unsatisfactory. The general nature 
of the descriptions of goods, especially in the case of manufac- 
tured articles, is the most serious defect in the existing system, 
and while year by year the information regarding particular 
trades can be increased by individual inquiries, such a limping 
method of attaining results is not to be recommended. 

Apart from the question of classification there is the deter- 
mination of weights and values. The 

Weights and weight of goods, which at first sight would 
Measures. ° a ... 

appear to be a simple matter, is in reality 

one of considerable difficulty. This is due to the large number 
of measures and descriptions — sometimes local — which are in 
use in particular trades. Barrels, butts, tierces, crates, and 
other such terms are frequently quoted without the weight 
being stated in the returns, and in all such cases the local 
weight meaning has to be ascertained. It will give some idea 
of the labour involved in regularising this part of the work 
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when it is stated that at one port alone, in the ease of butter, 
twenty, and, in the case of lard, ten different measures are to 
be found in the descriptions and returns of these commodities 
as furnished during the year. As also in most cases only 
returns of the gross weight of consignments can be at present 
obtained, inquiries had to be made regarding the weight of 
package and tare, for which allowance must be given in esti- 
mating the net value of the total import or export of any com- 
modity. 


Further, in systems of import and export statistics, such as 

obtain in H. M. Customs, a considerable 
Estimation of , , . . . , _ 

Values. check is furnished on the weight of goods 

by the fact that the values are also stated 
by the exporters. But in the existing returns no values are 
recorded, and the harbour authorities and the shipping com- 
panies can give little or no information on the subject. As, 
however, it is of great importance that not only the quantity 
but also the money value of the several imports and exports 
should be stated, careful inquiries have been made amongst 
importers and exporters as to the character of goods and the 
value at which, exclusive of duty, they should be placed. At 
the same time the values of goods shown by the Board of 
Customs in their Annual Statements of Trade have been con- 
sulted, though where it is known that the character of the 
commodity imported or exported in the case of Ireland is 
different from that imported into or exported from the United 
Kingdom, allowance has been” made for this difference. The 
values have likewise been tested by reference to current prices 
during the year 1904, as reported on authoritative market lists. 
The work of valuation, however, remains one of great diffi- 
culty, and the figures presented can only be regarded as esti- 
mates, affording a basis from which further inquiry can be 
made. 


Such are some of the difficulties which have had to be met in 
carrying out the present inquiry. It 
Inadequacy of the should also be remembered that through- 
existing system. out the information has been obtained by 
voluntary arrangement. The Depart- 
ment have no powers to require returns. 

As a result in some cases there have been refusals ; in other 
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cases there have been delays. Such conditions mcreaBe work 
and diminish its value. Further, as has been pointed out, 
the available returns do not enable different classes of goods 
to be adequately distinguished. The information given is, 
especially in the case of many articles of manufacture, of a 
general character, and for practical purposes such information 
is of very limited value. The important matter is to get the 
particulars; for example, to know not that a certain weight 
of drapery and apparel was imported, but the quantity and 
value of hatSj gloves, ready-made clothing, and the various 
other articles which are included in such general descriptions. 
The existing system cannot afford this information, and if it 
is to b'e forthcoming powers are required to obtain returns 
which specify the class, the weight or measure, and the 
declared value of goods. 


Such specific returns of imports and exports are of great value 
to a country. They assist the work of Indus- 
Importance of an trial development; they afford to those 
adequate system. w h 0 have invested , or are prepared to in- 
vest, their labour and capital in industrial 
enterprise important information regarding the flow of trade ; 
they furnish also a record of the changes in trade taking place 
from year to year; and they bring before public notice not 
only the quantity and value but also the character of the 
imports and exports respectively. Further, while the import 
and export trade is only one p&rt of national production and 
exchange, in the case of some nations the proportion it bears 
to the total trade is large ; in other cases that proportion is 
small In some countries wealth has increased at a much 
greater ratio than foreign trade. It is possible that jn other 
countries foreign trade has increased at a greater ratio than 
wealth To some nations therefore information as to their 
imports and exports is of more importance than to others. 
There is only general evidence on the point, but it is none e 
less certain that in proportion to iS total production the un- 
port and export trade of Ireland is high. Whether this is a 
favourable or unfavourable condition depends on the nature 
of the exchange made. But the fact that there is a great 
exchange is itself a strong reason for having as full particulars 
as possible as to its character. 
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I desire to draw attention to one other aspect of the present 
returns, viz., the apparent balance of 
The Balance trade. From the values of imports and 
of Trade. exports, as detailed in the tables attached 
to this report, there would appear to be an 
excess of imports amounting to over £8, 500, 000. Owing, 

however, to the imperfect state of existing information 
regarding the aggregate respectively of exports and of 
imports, it is impossible to say with any certainty 
what is the real state of the balance of visible trade 
between Ireland and other countries. That cannot be deter- 
mined until there is a more complete record of imports and 
exports. The present evidence seems to show that Ireland 
imports more than she exports. The evidence before the 
Commission on Financial Eelations was to the contrary effect 
—that Ireland exported more than she imported.* The evi- 
dence now presented as to the trade is much more exhaustive 
than that which was available at the time of the Commission 
on Financial Eelations. But this does not prove that the 
present fall of the balance is the actual one — though the pro- 
babilities are in this direction — because the account is still in- 
complete. Further, it will be remembered that the value 
which should be attached to the balance of visible imports and 
exports is conditioned by other considerations. Ideally, every 
nation requires a full statement not only of the visible but of 
the invisible imports and exports — e.g., the exchange 
in services and in property of various kinds, whether 
labour, investments, or money; and the balance of 
the visible imports and exports must be considered in 
relation to the invisible elements. 

The tables for the year 1905 will be issued shortly, and as 
soon as possible will be followed by those for 1906.
